New Moses in China. 


Chiang Kai-shek, the head of the 
Nanking Government, has given hitherto 
small proof of statesmanship, but among 
the tuchuns he seems to be eminent in the 
craft of war. While much of his military 
success has been attributed to his advance 
guard of propagandists, the fact remains 
that, even in China, armies must eat and 
must be clothed. During recent months a 
dozen war lords have appeared in Nofth 
or South, have shot their bolts, and have 
come to a stand-still. Chiang Kai-shek 
alone continues to grapple successfully 
with the problems of finance, of supplies, 
and of transport, under summer heats, in 
a roadless country. Marching steadily 
northward, he has shattered all resistance, 
and is approaching the Yellow River, at 
a point some 350 miles distant from his 
capital of Nanking. Strong forces of 
Northern troops are opposing him, and the 
latest telegrams report heavy fighting, with 
indecisive results in the neighbourhood of 
Yenchow. Meanwhile at Peking—Chiang 
Kai-shek’s grand objective—an imposing, 
but enigmatic, ceremony has occurred. 
There, on Saturday last, Marshal Chang 
Tso-lin was installed, with much splendour, 
as Generalissimo of the Army and Navy 
of the Republic of China. In the presence 
of the chief Ankuochun commande:s he 
declared that he would do his best to 
exterminate Communism; and he pledged 
himself by oath “ to establish the Republic, 
develop the rule of the people, reorganise 
domestic affairs, and maintain inter- 
national peace and harmony.’’ . The 
ceremony was designed to mark the opening 
of the new era in Northern China, when 
a united command will crush the South’s 
menace of revolution. . It was enigmatic 
because it struck a new and wholly 
unexpected note of assurance. Three weeks 
ago Chang Tso-lin seemed to believe that 
his dictatorship at Peking was doomed, 
and he was preparing. to withdraw his 
main army towards Mukden, the capital 
of his own Manchuria. Now, when the 
danger has become more urgent—when the 
Kuomintang is within 250 miles of the 
gates of Peking—Chang Tso-lin says, 
V'J’y suis, j’y reste,” and flings a calmly 
contident challenge at the advancing foe. 
To what motive shall we assign this sudden 
change of front? 

Where the Chinese mind is concerned 
all things are possible. It is possible even 
tuat, while the high note of his pledge 
still is ringing in the ears of the 
Ankuochun leaders, Chang Tso-lin may 
steal silently away to Manchuria. Chiang 
Kai-shek, however, takes the pledge 
seriously, and is concerting measures to 
counteract the unification of the Northern 
command. On the whole, perhaps, we 
may assume that Chang Tso-lin’s new con- 
fidence is genuine, and may associate it 
with the Japanese War Minister’s sudden 
arrival at Peking. It is certain that 
Japan never will allow Communism to 
ever-run Northern China, but Chiang 
Kai-shek has denounced Communism and 
has renounced the Bolshevist Government 
at Hankow. A report has been current 
that Japan desires to secure a compromise 
between North and South which would 
leave Chang Tso-lin in control of the 
Northern provinces. This report may be 
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dispute began last year when the Hertzog 
Government decided that South Africa 
must have a separate flag and that the 
Union Jack must disappear. An imme- 
diate protest was made by fhe South 
African Party, which is led by General 
Sniuts, and comprises the moderate sec- 
tion of the Dutch population as well as 
the whole British community. — General 
Smuts agreed that a national flag was de- 
sirable; but. he insisted that the Union 
Jack must be incorporated in the new 
design in order to gratify the feelings of 
the British section of the South African 
people as well as to symbolise the Union’s 
place in the British Empire. The issue 
was knit clearly between the Nationalists’ 
anglophobia and the South African Party's 
desire to find a compromise. Matters were 
reaching a highly. critical stage when 
General -Hertzog visited London and 
returned as a convert to the im- 
perial connection. - He announced that 
South African republicanism was dead ; 
that the position of the Union in the 
British Empire left nothing to be desired, 
and that henceforward all good South 
Africans, whether they were Dutch or 
British, could unite their efforts for the 
welfare of their common country. General 
Smuts and his colleagues of the South 
African. Party welcomed this gesture of 
peace with the utmost joy. At last it 
seemed as if the old feuds were about to 
be buried for ever; but, to the painful 
surprise of all good citizens, General 
Hertzog suddenly revived his proposals 
concerning the flag, and announced that. 
nothing that had happened in London had 
changed the desire of the Dutch com- 
munity to exclude the Union Jack from 
its national emblem.» 

After much. discussion the whole matter 
was referred to a select committee. This 
committee now has produced a design for 
a flag which presumably was meant to 
satisfy all parties. It has three hori- 
zontal bars of orange, white and blue, 
with a central shield, on which appear 
miniatures of the Free State and Transvaal 
Vierkleurs and the Union Jack, and four 
stars to represent the four provinces of 
the Union. The Union Jack occupies, 
roughly, one-sixtieth of the total area of 
the proposed flag, and the South African 
Party declares that it cannot be accepted. 
General Hertzog announces that he is 
willing to have the Union Jack flown on 
certain days of the year in order to placate 
the British community, and, realising 
that he has gone too far in his desire to 
satisfy nationalist sentiment, is doing 
everything in his power to secure a com- 
promise. The South African Party, how- 
ever, is determined that the new flag shall 
give due prominence to the Union Jack, 
and the issue may be settled ultimately 
by a referendum of the people. Con- 
sidered from a distance of several thou- 
sands of miles, the whole controversy may 
seem to be rather childish in a country 
where the unity of the white pcpulation 
is essential to its continued existence. We 
suppose that the South Africans take an 
equally detached view of the Free State’s 
problems, but, so long as human nature 


a decisive part.in the affairs of nations. 
Controversies of this kind are inherent in 
the early development of young States. 
South Africa, like the Free State, is en- 
gaged in the process of welding two 
schools of political thought into a national 
whole. Conflicting loyalties must be re- 
conciled, old prejudices must be sunk, the 
traditions of centuries must be abandoned 
before the goal of unity can be reached. 
With patience and patriotism, however, 
this end can be achieved. 


Clonmacnois. 


St. Peter's School, York, is about to 
celebrate the 1,300th anniversary of its 
foundation. The pupil in whom, perhaps, 
St. Peter's takes the greatest pride was 
Alcuin—he who was Charlemagne's adviser 
when the Frankish kmperor founded 
schools throughout the restored Empire of 
the West. Students of Irish history re- 
member the affectionate letter which 
Alcuin wrote from the Frankis Court to 
Colgu ua Duinechda of Clonmacnois, his 
old master, retailing the -political news of 
the Continent and bespeaking his counsel. 
While St. Peter’s School still flourishes, 
Clonmacnois is a heap of melancholy 
ruins. The visitor who treads his way 
through the gravel hills towards the 
Shannon, twelve miles south of Athlone, 
suddenly sees above him a height that is

Those forerunners 
might be traced back to the “Arabian 
Nights,” but Holmes was the first detective 
who was a creature of pure romance and 
satisfying ingenuity. Dupin was but a 
freak of, Poe’s versatile genius. Lecoq, 
with his tedious thoroughness and his 
unromantic disguises, was the father of 
the purely mechanical detective of French 
fiction. With Holmes the new art was 
created, and the best practitioners can 
but hope to repeat the Irish novelist’s 
success. :

ARDNACRUSHA. 
_ A few miles north of Limerick, but actually 
in. County Clare, is the little hamlet of 
Ardnacrusha, where three thousand men are 
encamped beside the huge embankments 
which are forming a canal to carry Shannon 
water to the crest of the fall and through the 
turbines which will operate the great power- 
house that will be erected 102 feet below. 
The new channel starts three miles below 
Lough Derg, and for seven miles great yellow 
ridges of newly-turned earth usu the 
countryside. Engines labelled ‘‘ Siemens 
Bauunion ' grunted and clanged down in the 
great cavity, while steam excavators clutched 
mouthfuls of rock and rubble for rows of 
waiting trucks, and hissing steampipes showed 
the activity of the drills preparing for the 
midday blasting. A road-bridge of reinforced 
concrete, still in the making, waa supported 
by an intricate scaffoldi of timber, and we 
ascended it by loose planks laid upon a maze 
of twisted iron rods. From this eminence 
one can gauge the immensity of the task, and 
realise how much remains to be done before 
the great canal is filled two years hence. 
The excavated ramparts must be covered deep 
with road metal, which is fortunately close 
at hand, being crushed frem rocks excavated 
in the Tail Race below the fall. Many feet 
above and below the wave-line must be pro- 
tected by concrete. Eighteen months of work 
have left another twenty still ahead before 
the power vital to Irish industries is finally 
released; but there is now no reasonable 
doubt that the promised supply of one 
hundred and eighty thousand horse-power will 
be provided. and only the problem of its 
economic use will remain. 
THE WORKERS’ WELFARE. 

We visited the temporary power-house, 
whose seven great d 10s = revolving 
smoothly, half-sunk in the concrete floor, 
while the pointers of a hundred dials move 
nervously to and fro on the white wall, give 
an idea of the greatness of the power- 
house which will eventually stand at the 
foot of the turbines. Here notices in Ger- 
man and English warn the unwary of the 

danger of meddling with the 
machinery and wires—a necessary warning ; 
for electrocution has been the cause of more 
than one of the seven fatal accidents since 


the work commenced. 


This brings us to an important point—the 
welfare of the workers. We bid “ Au/ 
wiedersehen"’ to the courteous chief en- 
ineer, Herr Heintze, and are handed over 
the care of an equally courteous camp 
commandant, an ex-officer of the Free State 
Forces. Of the 3,000 workmen, about 400 
are German, who have a camp to them- 
selves, The Irish labourer is housed in 
clean and substantial Westphalian concrete 
huts with slate roofs, accommodating ninety 
men apiece. Amusement and recreation are 
provided by a cinema in the big dining hall 
and a football field where the Shannon 
Schemers Football Club play ; and ablutionar 
requirements: by a wash-house equipped wit 
heated showers. The minimum pay is 35s., 
and, with over-time, often mounts up to 45s. 
Lodging is free, and food may be obtained 
from 12s. 6d. to 17s. 6d. per week. 
FINAL IMPRESSIONS.

The Lord Chancellor's announcemeny 
of the Government's views on the subject 
of House of Lords reform unexpected|y 
interrupted the debate for which threg 
days had been allotted. The futility 
discussing there and then the important 
proposals which Lord Cave outlined was 

nerally recognised, with the result that 
urther debate was adjourned until 
Wednesday. When the subject is resumed 
it is probable that another representa. 
tive of the Government will go more 
closely into details of the scheme, and he 
certainly will be pressed to indicate when 
a practical move towards legislation will 
be made. The debate, brief as it was, 
revealed a strong feeling among peers 
themselves for reform of their Chamber, 
and there are not a few who support the 
Earl of Arran in his desire for the aboli. 
tion of the hereditary principle. Viscoun 
FitzAlan introduced the subject to their 
lordships in an extremely interesting 
speech, and one of his arguments for 
reducing the number of members was 
that since the war the most important 
division that had taken place had not 
attracted more than 268, while in the 
same period in only six divisions had as 
many as 200 troubled to record their votes, 
The actual total membership of the House 
of Lords, excluding 23 minors, 716, 
To-morrow Lord Midleton is to preside 
over a private meeting of peers at [ord 
Iveagh’s town house, when the whole situa. 
tion, together with the Government pr 
posals, will be reviewed. 


The Trade Unions Bill. 


The House of Commons is giving fou 
days this week to the Trade Unions Hill, 
the report stage taking the time until 
Wednesday. he opponents of the bill 
will have their last opportunity of 
demonstrating against it on Thursday, 
when the third reading takes place. 
Labour will move the rejection of the bill, 
and its. principal speakers will be Mr, 
Clynes, Mr. omas and Mr. Snowden. 
The Labour, amendment for the rejection 
of the bill on the second reading was de. 
feated by 386 votes to 171, a Government 
majority of 215. The majority is certain 
also to be large on Thursday for the third 
reading. 


The Political Levy. 


The Trade Unions Bill probably will 
become law without any substantial addi- 
tions to the amendments already mace, 
and this is recognised by the trade union 
leaders. These leaders are considering 
how the provisions of the bill may be 
avoided, particularly as regards the 
operation of the political levy. Every 
member of a trade union will have to be 
supplied with a form to enable him to 
state that he agrees to the levy being 
made upon him, and it may be taken 
for granted that these forms will he 
bud and that the workers will be given 
amvle opportunity of signing them before 
January ist of next year. A _ strong 

rsonal appeal is to be made in all 
ranches for signatures to the forms, 
every effort being made to ensure that 
there is no falling off of funds. 


Naval Disarmament. 


The Three-Power Naval Conference, 
which opened at Geneva to-day, really 
owes its existence to a desire on the part 
of President Coolidge to find a buffer to. 
ward off the pressure of the “ Big Navy” 
party in America. In the event of agree 
ment between Great Britain, the United 
States and Japan for the limitation of 
auxiliary craft, such as cruisers, de 
strayers and submarines, in much the 
same manner as the Washington (Con- 
ference limited the building of battle- 
ships, the President would possess a very 
powerful weapon for use in domestio 
controversies. At the same time, the very 
fact that the Conference is taking place 
affords a measure of the position which 

wer and prosperity have given to the 

nited States. 


Varied Views. 


Whatever the decision of the Conference 
may be, there certainly are obstacles in 
the future; for France and Italy are 
not officially participating, and will not 
be bound by any decisions which it may 
reach. Our interests and those of Japan 
lie in the direction of a reduction in the 
size of auxiliary vessels, while the United 
States is set on limiting numbers. Yet 
another point is that, so far as the Pacific 
is concerned, the general question cannot 
be discussed without reference to fortified 
bases, an extremely delicate and difficult 
question.
